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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  District  Council 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gent?iemen, 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  once  again  on  the  health 
of  Clowne  Rural  District  and  the  work  done  by  the  Health  Department 
during  the  past  year  197O.  This  report  includes  an  account  of  the 
work  carried  out  under  various  Acts  of  Parliament  by  the  Health 
Department  and  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  Annual  Reports  laid 
down  by  the  Department  of  Health,  I hope  you  will  find  it  to  be  of 
interest. 

In  the  spring,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Wr,  Buckland, 
took  up  a post  with  the  County  Surveyor’s  Department  and  was  replaced 
by  IVtr,  T,  G,  Robinson,  Mr,  Robinson  had  already  been  working  in  the 
Department  for  many  years  and  was  thus  well  aware  of  the  circumstances 
of  the  area  which  was  a big  advantage.  In  April  we  also  appointed 
two  district  Public  Health  Inspectors  who  have  worked  hard  and  with 
enthusiasm  regarding  all  the  statutory  duties  of  a Public  Health 
Inspector,  perhaps  especially  concerning  food  hygiene,  I think  it 
is  worth  mentioning  that  the  purity  of  the  food  we  eat  and  the  milk 
and  rater  we  drink  is  maintained  by  the  constant  vigilance  of  the 
public  health  inspectorate.  Regular  inspection  and  examination  of 
samples  is  a most  important  function  in  maintaining  the  high  standard 
we  enjoy  in  this  country. 

In  1970  v/e  made  further  inroads  into  slum  clearance  both  v/ith 
individually  unfit  houses  and  with  clearance  areas  and  also  started 
to  consider  general  improvement,  a very  time  consuming  but,  we  hope, 
productive  exercise.  There  are  many  older  properties  in  the  district 
that  are  capable  of  improvement  and  still  have  a useful  life  and 
surveys  of  many  of  these  have  been  carried  out. 

The  Health  Department  with  several  new  staff  has  worked  happily 
together  as  a team  and  I think  has  achieved  quite  a lot.  I am  very 
grateful  to  Mr.  Robinson,  his  staff  and  all  the  other  officers  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year  and  in  compiling  this 
report.

The  birth  rate  for  the  Rural  District  remains  very  much  the 
some  and  also  is  much  the  some  as  the  National  figure.  There  were 
few  illegitimate  births  and  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  is  5 whereas 
for  the  country  as  a whole  it  is  8,  There  were  again  no  deaths  of 
illegitimate  babies  which  is  very  good  since  the  rate  per  1,000  births 
for  the  country  as  a v/hole  is  26,  We  have  had  5 stillbirths  this  year 
compared  with  only  4 Inst  year.  All  the  figures  for  infant  deaths  are 
well  below  the  national  averages  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  of 
vital  statistics.  Once  again  I am  glad  to  report  that  no  maternal 
death  occurred. 

Infant  Deaths 


There  were  5 deaths  of  babies  under  4 v/eeks,  2 of  which  were 
from  congenital  defects,  I think  this  is  very  low  indeed  and  speaks 
very  highly  for  the  maternity  service  in  the  area.  There  was  one 
death  of  a baby  aged  5 v/eeks  and  this  was  from  respiratory  disease. 

The  standard  of  care  given  to  expectant,  confined  and  nursing 
mothers  by  general  practitioners,  mid\/ives,  nurses  and  health  visitors 
is  very  high  in  the  Rural  District  and  is  reflected  in  these  statistics.

Comments 

The  death  rate  like  the  birth  rate  remains  fairly  constant.  ' ^ 
There  v/as  one  more  death  than  last  year  making  a total  of  256. 
nearly  three-quarters  of  the  total  deaths  v;ere  over  the  age  of  65  ^ 
the  chief  killers  were  cardiovascular  and  chest  complaints. 

Cane  er 

There  were  39  deaths  from  cancer,  31  of  these  being  over  the 
age  of  55*  There  were  no  deaths  from  cancer  in  children.  There 
were  I4  fewer  deaths  from  cancer  than  in  1969*  Eleven  deaths  from 
cancer  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  9 i^on  and  2 in  v/omen. 

This  is  a decrease  of  3 on  last  year. 

Coronary  Heart  disease 

There  were  59  deaths  from  this  increasingly  common  disease  of 
middle  age,  which  is  8 more  than  last  year.  37  were  in  men  and  22  in 
women  and  most  of  the  deaths  occurred  over  the  age  of  55  although  3 
occurred  under  44*  There  were  more  deaths  in  both  men  and  women  than 
in  1969  ond  this  complaint  must  nov;  be  regarded  as  the  major  killer 
of  our  time. 

Circulatory  Disease 

There  were  41  diseases  of  this  nature  including  "strokes”,  mainly 
in  people  over  the  age  of  75.  This  is  11  fewer  than  1969. 

Chest  Disease 


There  wore  43  deaths  from  chest  complaints  excluding  cancer  of 
the  lung.  18  of  these  were  due  to  bronchitis.  This  is  a big  increase 
on  last  year.  There  were  aJso  6 deaths  from  influenza,  all  except  one 
in  persons  over  65. 

Mscellanoous 


There  were  12  deaths  from  accidents  during  the  year,  3 of  them 
car  accidents  and  all  young  adults.  Five  of  those  deaths  from  accidents 
were  in  old  ladies  over  75.  One  death  T/as  a schoolboy.  There  wore 
no  suicides  reported  this  year.

The  water  supply  "^o  the  Clo\7ne  Rural  District  is  provided  by  the 
North  Derbyshire  Water  Board,  The  supply  has  been  sufficient  in 
quality  and  quantity  throughout  the  year.  The  Engineer  and  Manager 
to  the  Board  has  very  kindly  sent  me  the  following  report.  I would 
like  to  thank  him  for  this  and  also  for  his  co-operation  throughout 
the  year. 

The  area  is  supplied  priig^rily  from  the  Board’s  Manton  works 
augmented  with  a supply  from  the  Bolsovermoor  Works, 

The  final  stages  of  the  Board’s  development  of  the  Manton  source 
were  completed  in  Lkiy  1970  and  currently  water  is  derived  from  two 
sources  at  the  Manton  Works  and  after  controlled  mixing  is  passed 
for\7ard  to  the  Lowtown  Treatment  \Torks  v/here  softening,  filtration, 
recarbonation  and  disinfection  is  accomplished.  The  treated  water 
is  then  supplied  via  covered  service  reservoirs. 

The  resultant  quality  of  supplied  v/ater  has  been  bacteriologic- 
ally  satisfactory.  The  number  of  examinations ' involved  in  1970  werc:-

The  quantity  proved  adequate  for  normal  household  purposes. 

Before  being  brought  into  service  all  new  mains  were  washed 
out  and  disinfected  and  samples  taken  to  confirm  the  efficiency  o 
the  operation.  No  other  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  post 
treatment  contamination.

Ever  since  the  commissioning  of  the  Lowtown  Treatment  V7orks 
the  total  hardness  range  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  was  150  - 220 
ng/l  Calcium  Carbonate. 

The  treated  waters  in  the  area  have  given  rise  to  no  concern  on 
the  grounds  of  plimibo  solvency,  and  analyses  on  the  supply  v/aters  at 
source,  in  distribution  and  after  overnight  contact  with  lead  service 
pipes  have  yielded  figures  within  the  recently  revised  acceptable 
lead  concentration. 

The  number  of  houses  connected  during  the  year  v/as  110, 

1,330  yards  of  main  were  laid  for  housing  developments.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  always  difficult  in  a document  of  essentially  statistical 
information  to  know  v/hat  information  to  include  or  leave  out,  ^ but  I 
hojfein  this,  my  fir-t  Annual  Report  to  the  Clovme  Rural  District 
Council,  that,  by  including  some  detail  of  all  the  department's  act- 
ivities, it  will  gain  both  your  approval  and  your  interest. 

Naturally,  housing  and  slum  clearance  have  occupied  a con- 
siderable amount  of  time  during  the  year  but  much  progress  has  been 
seen  for  the  time  involved.  The  remaining  families  from  Barbers  ’ Row 
were  rehoused  and  arrangements  made  for  demolition  to  take  place. 

Confirmation  without  modification  of  the  Clowne  (California, 
Barlborough)  Clearance  Area  vias  received  in  March,  1970,  after  a 
public  enquiry,  and  rehousing  of  the  tenants  and  ov/ner  occupiers  pro- 
ceeded throughout  the  year.  Final  rehousing  of  some  families  v/as 
dependent  upon  the  completion  of  the  Park  View  bungalov/s  with  the 
v/arden’s  unit  at  Barlborough. 

The  remaining  houses  in  the  1970  slum  clearance  programme  were 
either  officially  represented  or  negotiations  for  purchase  were  started 
with  owners  during  the  year.  On  the  improvement  of  dwellings  the  ground 
T/ork  v/as  started  for  the  declaration  of  one  of  the  first  General  Improve' 
ment  Areas  in  Derbyshire  under  the  19^9  Housing  Act,  and  the  results  of 
this  v/ork  will  be  seen  during  1971.  The  Council  are,  in  my  opinion,  to 
be  congratulated  on  their  policy  of  interpreting  generously  the  improve- 
ment .provisions  of  the  nev/  Housing  Act,  and  for  purchasing  property  for 
improvement  whenever  this  became  available.  The  signs  were,  during  the 
latter....part  of  the  year,  that  a substantial  increase  in  improvement 
grant  applications  was  becoming  apparent. 

. With  new  procedures  and  a general  tightening  up  of  applications 
for  loan  sanction  being  thrust  upon  Local  Authorities  towards  the  end 
of  1970,  without  much  prior  v/arning,  one  must  reflect  with  a good  deal 
of  satisfaction  that  the  Council  of  the  Clowne  Rural  District  has  been 
so  forward  looking  in  its  spending  on  capital  projects  such  as  sewage 
works.  The  complete  modernisation  of  the  Works  at  V/hitwell  started 
during  the  year,  v/ill  leave  only  the  Clov/ne  Phase  II  now  on ’the  drawing 
board  to  be  completed.  The  rural  district  will  then  generally  speaking 
be  satisfactorily  served  by  modem  plants. 
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The  more  one  reflects  on  1970  a picture  emerges  of  it  being  a 
year  when  many  schemes  were  being  discussed  and  started  and  that  a 
completed  picture  v;ould  appear  during  1971*  ^^Vhifwell  Common  Improve - 
-ment  Area,  The  George  conversion  and  Old  Age  Pensioners'  dwellings, 
the  General  Improvement  Area  and  redevelopment  at  Duchess  Street,* 
Cresv/ell,  Holly  Cottages  and  The  Green,  Clovme,  redevelopment  and  the 
Industrial  Area  at  Station  Road,  Clo\/ne  are  typical  examples.  All 
occupied  a good  deal  of  time  and  should  progress  in  due  course.

HOUSING 


General 

1970  was  in  general  a most  satisfactory  year  v/ith  65 
Authority  houses  and  38  private  dwellings  complet^,  although  the 
figures  shov?  a decrease  from  the  previous  year.  This  was  mainly 
duf^o  a reduction  in  private  dwellings  completed  no  douht  accounted 
for  again  by  difficulties  in  obtaining  mortgages.

The  Council's  policy  of  building  to  the  Parker  Morris  t>t^dard 
resulted  in  the  Local  Authority  housing  being  generally  of  a higher 
standard  than  that  erected  by  private  developers.  TMs,  to  my 
is  a wise  policy  when  one  realises  that  with  each  generation  stan  ^ s 
must  rise  and  ones'  idealsmust  be  projected  at  least  a decade  ahead. 

Housing  Development 

The  88  dwelling  estate  at  Mansfield  Road,  Clowne  was • completed 
during  the  year  and  the  52  dvYellinghouses  at  Ruthyn  Avenue,  Barlborough 
substantially  completed.  Both  estates  are,  in  their  own  way , a credit 
to  the  Authority  and  Ruthyn  Avenue,  in  particular,  will,  v/hen  ultimately 
completed  and  landscaped,  be  very  attractive  indeed. 

The  19  bungalows  at  Park  Street,  Barlborough  were  commenced 
during  1970  and  will,  when  completed,  provide  a warden's  unit  in  each 
of  the  Rural  District's  four  parishes.  The  solid  fuel  fired  distr?-ct 
heating  scheme  provided  will  give  much  comfort  to  the  elderly  occupants 
during  future  years. 

Subsidence,  unfortunately,  prevented  continuance  v/ith  the 
Council's  proposals  for  new  and  much  needed  housing  development  at 
Hodthorpe  and  one  can  only  hope  that  a start  can  be  made  here  in  the 
not  too  distant  future.  Similar  troubles  heset  parts  of  ViThitwell, 
also  designated  for  housing  development,  with  the  same  consequent 
delay. 


SLUM  CLEAR:''iHCE 


Rehousing  of  the  remaining  families  from  the  Barber's  Rov/, 
Renishaw  v/as  finally  completed  during  1970  and  preliminary  arrange- 
ments made  for  demolition.  Some  work  in  default  had  to  be  carried 
out  to  the  empty  houses  in  order  to  make  them  safe  whilst  awaiting 
demolition. 

The  majority  of  families  from  the  Mount  Pleasant,  John  Street 
and  Cliff  Hill,  Clowne,  Clearance  Area  were  found  satisfactory  alter- 
native accommodation  mainly  on  the  nev/  Mansfield  Roa^d  housing  estate, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  only  one  or  two  houses  v/cre  still  occupied. 

There  is  a lot  of  satisfaction  for  the  Department  in  having 
dealt  with  these  tv/o  slum  areas.  There  is  no  doubt  that  those  were 
the  two  worst  areas  in  the  rural  district  and  contained  between  them 
almost  a hundred  of  the  most  seriously  unfit  houses.  It  must  not  go 
unmentioned  that  Y/hilst  the  Health  Department  is  very  actively 
engaged  in  this  work,  it  also  presents  many  problems  for  the  Housing 
Department,  some  families  being  very  difficult  to  rehouse  for  varying 

reasers,  and  Mr.  Parkes,  the  Heusing  Manager,  can  be  commended  on  his 
efforts  in  this  respect. 
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^ IX^^g  March  1970  confirmation,  without  modification,  was 
received  for  the  California,  Barlborough  Clearance  Area  and  again 
rehousing  proceeded  throughout  the  year.  Final  rehousing  will 
await  completion  of  the  Old  Age  Pensioners'  bungalows  on  Park  View, 
Barlborough,  expected  in  mid  197i„ 

In  addition  to  the  above  major  Clearance  Areas,  individual 
unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  in  various  parts  of  the  district  and 
. a total  of  17  houses  represented  as  unfit.

The  advice  on  and  supervision  of  Improvement  Grant  applic- 
ations and  the  inspection  of  the  v;ork  carried  out  is  occupying 
a greater  amount  of  the  time  of  the  Department  each  year  but  this 
part  of  our  duties  is  one  well  v/orth  while  and  the  time  involved 
is  v;ell  spent. 

The  year  sav/  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  applic- 
ations for  improvement  grants  and  this  was  heartening  v/hen  one 
bears  in  mind  the  many  hundreds  of  sub-standard  houses  in  the  area. 
These  houses  are  capable  of  improvement  but  one  is  increasingly 
aware  of  the  problem  of  houses  being  improved  simply  by  installing 
bathroom  facilities,  but  having  structural  maintenance  work  neglected 
and  in  particular  no  concern  with  the  environment  outside  the  dwelling 
being  shown. 
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Some  thought  T^as  given  to  the  declaration  of  a General  Improve- 
ment Area  within  the  district  and  survey  work  was  commenced  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year.  Although  the  area  was  not  officially  declarea 
during  1970,  the  Council  gave  approval  to  the  proposed  purchase  oi 
several  dwelling  houses  contained  in  the  area  with  a view  to  their 
improvement.  This  positive  approach  by  local  authorities  is  a must, 
in  my  opinion,  if  General  Improvement  ilreas  are  to  be  a success,  for 
no  compulsory  powers  exist  for  local  authorities  to  insist  on  improve- 
ments within  these  areas.  If  ovmer  occupiers  and  landlords  are  to  be 
persuaded  to  improve  properties,  a lead  has  to  bo  given  by  local 
authorities  and  greater  use  of  the  new  improvement  grant  provisions 
of  the  1969  Housing  Act  must  be  made,  particularly  in  relation  to  the 
substantial  repair  items  which,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  require 
attention. 


CARAVMS  /dro  MOVEABLE  D\7ELLIHGS 


The  caravan  ovmed  and  occupied  by  the  Misses  Roberts  at 
Boaler’s  Comer,  Creswell  remains  the  only  licensed  caravan  site 
within  the  rural  district. 

Trouble  virith  lando\¥ners  allowing  caravans  to  park  for  lengthy 
periods  of  time  was  experienced  during  the  summer  months.  One 
farmer,  in  particular,  had  ultimately  to  have  legal  proceedings 
started  against  him  to  obviate  the  contravention,  but  the  case  had 
not  come  to  court  within  the  year.  These  proceedings  were  taken 
under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  196O  but 
action  against  normal  itinerant  dwellers  was  on  occasions  threatened 
under  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  Act,  One  finds,  however,  in 
both  cases  that  court  proceedings  are  difficult  and  lengthy  to 
institute. 

Local  Authorities  are  always,  one  feels,  likely  to  be  in 
dispute  with  this  type  of  caravan  dweller  until  suitable  sites  are 
provided  with  adequate  facilities  for  ablutions,  toilets,  drainage 
and  proper  footpaths,  taken  together  with  reasonable  precautions  in 
case  of  fire.  It  is  foimd,  almost  without  exception,  that  the  pro- 
vision of  these  sites  by  the  County  authorities  responsible  is 
becoming  a difficult  task.  No  one,  it  seems,  wants  a caravan  site 
situated  v/ithin  sight  of  their  ovm  dwelling.

During  1970  ao  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
were  received  from  tenants  of  rented  properties. 
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W BUILDPIGS  INSPECTION 


A total  of  562  applications  for  erection  and  alteration  of 
buildings  were  received  during  the  year  involving  a total  of  1,529 
visits  and  inspections  by  members  of  the  Department. 

This  is  another  example  of  the  natural  increase  z»-  workload 
for  the  Public  Health  Department  Staff  which  has  to  be  absorbed  each 
year.  Although  the  number  of  privately  ovmed  dv/ellings  completed 
during  the  year  fell  from  59  to  38 » the  increase  in  total  applications 
is  accounted  for  by  the  greater  number  of  applications  involving 
alteration  and  improvement  to  dv/ollings.  This  increase  is  expected 
to  continue  in  future  years  as  the  improvement  programme  expands. 

The  number  of  applications  received  involving  the  County 
Planning  Department  also  showed  a substantial  increase  .being  120 
as  compared  with  87  during  1969*  A planning  application  obviously 
takes  up  a greater  amount  of  the  Department's  time  as  various  con- 
sultations and  site  visits  have  usually  to  be  arranged.

An  inspection  during  the  year  revealed  that  although  the 
plant  functioned  ?/ith  reasonable  efficiency,  alterations  to  the 
sedimentation  tank  and  effluent  drain  channel  were  necessary  and 
allowance  for  this  work  has  been  included  in  estimates  for  1971* 
^Vhen  this  work  has  been  carried  out,  the  plant  should  be  adequate 
for  the  few  houses  which  drain  into  it, 

miN  WORKS,  BilELBOROUGH 

Two  effluent  samples  taken  during  the  year  showed  that  com- 
pliance with  the  consent  standards  was  not  quite  achieved  but  the 
slight  improvement  can  be  made,  I am  sure,  by  improved  maintenance 
techniques, 

LOV/  ROAD,  CL0\VHE 

As  in  previous  years  has  been  remarkably  free  and  produces 
satisfactory  effluents.  The  latest  River  Authority  report  on  these 
Works  described  the  effluent  standard  as  "Good".

HOLLIN  HILL,  CLamE 

This  was  the  only  Works  which  consistently  produced  a satis- 
factory effluent  throughout  the  year.  It  is  particularly  pleasing  to 
be  able  to  report  this  position  but  the  standards  were  only  just  com- 
plied with  and  the  approval  from  the  Department  of  the  Environment  of 
the  PhacG  II  Works,  which  will  be  costing  in  the  region  of  £120,000 
is  eagerly  awaited.  Any  lengthy  delay  in  the  implementation  of  this 
scheme  could  see  housing  development  in  the  Clowne  Parish  come  to  a 
halt  due  to  development  approval  being  withheld  on  the  grounds  of 
inadequate  sewerage  facilities. 

ELMTON 


This  extended  aeration  tank  has  worked  well  throughout  the 
year  and  any  unsatisfactory  effluent  has  been  due  to  lack  of  mainten- 
ance for  varying  reasons.  It  is  felt  that  some  form  of  tertiary  treat- 
ment at  this  plant  may  prove  helpful  and  would  be  relatively  inexpensive. 

CRES\7ELL 


The  continued  discharge  of  colliery  waste  water  from  underground 
made  it  very  difficult  to  achieve  consent  standards.  The  latter  part 
of  the  year,  however,  saw  this  discharge  separately  sewered  to  the 
Creswell  arm  of  the  Millwood  Brook  and  some  improvements  were  expected 
to  show  themselves  in  later  effluent  analysis.  Experiments  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  to  eliminate  problems  in  the  sedimentation 
tanks  and  some  improvement  was  achieved. 

V/HIT\7ELL 


The  urgently  needed  improvement  works  wore  started  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  and  when  completed  in  Mi''  1971  can  be  expected  to 
have  put  this  sewage  treatment  plant  into  a satisfactory  condition. 

HODTHORPE 


It  has  been  noticeable  that  since  these  works  were  taken  over 

for  maintenance  by  the  newly  appointed  sewage  works  supervisor,  eve^ 

^fluent  sample  taken  by  the  River  Authority  has  been  satisfactory.

The  pumping  station  and  rising  main  sewer  again  functioned 
satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 

CONVERSION  OF  PAILS  AND  PRIVIES 


Attempts  were  again  made  to  persuade  owners  to  convert  the 
pails  and  privies  located  in  outlying  areas  and  I feel  that  within 
a reasonably  short  time  we  shall  see  the  end  of  this  type  of  closet. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

1970  sav/  the  completion  of  new  public  conveniences  in  Clowne 
village  and  the  demolition  of  the  old,  insanitary  block  at  The 
Green.  Within  days,  however,  of  the  nevr  conveniences  being 
available  to  the  public,  vandalism  was  being  reported  and  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year. 


TILINSPQRT 

The  organisation  of  the  Council's  transport  has  become  a more 
important  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Department  during  the  last  two 
years  with  the  implementation  of  legislation  covering  Operator’s 
Licensing,  Heavy  Goods  Vehicle  Drivers’  Licenses,  Drivers’  working 
hours  and  plating  and  testing.  More  legislation  is  expected  in  the 
near  future  covering  Transport  Managers  Licensing  and  Motor  Vehicles 
(Rear  Marking)  Regulations. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  keep  abreast  of 
legislation  affecting  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Department  as 
each  Act  or  Regulation  seems  to  be  more  complicated  than  its  pre- 
decessor.

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CLKINSING  ;iND  SALVAGE 


The  refuse  collection  service  functioned  reasonably  well  but 
was  periodically  subject  to  delays  due  to  vehicle  breakdown  and 
unavailability  of  spare  parts  as  well  as  a high  rate  of  sickness 
and  injury  among  the  manual  workers.  The  constant  changing  of 
crews  for  the  various  vehicles  is  not  conducive  to  harmony  and  a 
sense  of  continuity.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  not  too  distant 
future  some  realistic  scheme  of  productivity  or  bonus  can  be  intro- 
duced in  an  effort  to  achieve  a more  satisfactoiy  service. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Speetloy  has  been  reasonably  v/ell  kept  and 
although  soil  has  been  difficult  to  find,  some  refuse  cover  has 
been  arranged  either  from  our  ov/n  sewage  sludge  or  from  poor  quality 
soil  received  from  con trac tors « 

Continuous  investigations  were  made  for  an  alternative  site  for 
refuse  disposal  and  the  use  of  disused  railway  cuttings  seems  to  be 
the  answer  if  a suitable  site  can  be  found,  V/ith  an  estimated  life 
of  two  years  at  the  existing  refuse  tip  it  is  becoming  imperative 
that  a suitable  alternative  should  be  found  in  the  near  future.  A 
local  authority  is  still  faced  with  a non -compromising  attitude  by 
the  planning  authorities  in  those  matters  which,  of  course,  are  so 
essential  to  District  Councils. 

No  practical  progress  was  made  ¥/ith  improvements  to  the  waste 
paper  salvage  scheme  during  the  year  but  a scheme  involving  the 
purchase  of  more  up  to  date  machinery  by  the  Council  was  ready  for 
submission  for  adoption  by  the  Council,  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some 
improvement  can  be  made  so  as  to  justify  the  service  being  carried  on. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


Rodent  Control  throughout  the  whole  district  v/as  carried  out 
by  a full-time  operative  under  the  control  of  a District  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  complaints  were  dealt  with  promptly  under  all 
normal  circumstances. 

Treatments  are  carried  out,  free  of  charge,  to  all  domesticc 
and  business  premises,  but  agricultural  holdings  are  treated,  at 
request,  on  a rechargeable  basis  for  time  and  materials. 

All  Council  oTOed  properties  likely  to  give  rise  to  complaint, 
such  as  sewage  works  and  tips,  are  treated  regularly  to  avoid  infes- 
tations either  increasing  or  spreading. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  three  atmospheric  pollution  measuring  stations  continued  to 
operate  despite  occasional  vandalism.  It  was  noticeable  on  the  yearly 
records  chart  that  a small,  but  noticeable,  increase  in  sulphur  dioxide 
is  being  recorded  at  all  stations. 

It  may  be  that,  although  the  rural  district  is  not  included 
in  the  "black  area"  designation,  some  steps  will  have  to  be  taken 
to  control  air  pollution  if  the  signs  are  of  a significant  increase. 

A local  colliery,  after  years  of  producing  black  smoke  from 
its  Lancashire  boilers,  has  indicated  that  it  is  to  convert  to  gas 
firing  and  this  decision  is  welcomed  by  this  Department,

V/ater  Board  and  several  houses  still  received  a piped  chlorinated 
supply  from  either  the  Welbeck  Estates  Co.  Ltd.  and  from  the 
National  Coal  Board  at  Steetley.

NOISE  ilBATEMENT 


Although  the  number  of  complaints  increase  year  by  year,  this 
is  not  a major  problem  at  present.  One  finds,  however,  that  com- 
plaints are  usually  justified  but  informal  action  only  has  been 
necessary  to  bring  about  improvements. 

It  is  now  desirable  one  feels  to  bear  the  question  of  noise 
nuisances  in  mind  when  inspection  of  plans  for  new  development  takes 
place  and  as  far  as  possible  this  is  done. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  our  experience  with  nev/  housing 
development  at  V7est  End,  Barlborough,  where  houses  v/ere  erected 
immediately  adjoiv* ''‘"the  M.  1,  motorway.  Both  the  planning  authority 
-and  ourselves  had  been  concerned  to  try  and  mask  any  possibility  of 
noise  nuisance  and  had  therefore  arranged  for  the  erection  of  a 
close  boarded  fence  and  a tree  screen  to  be  planted  between  the 
houses  and  the  notorv'/ay. 

Shortly  after  the  first  fev/  houses  had  been  occupied  it  v/as 
found,  on  interviewing  the  new  occupants,  that  they  were  more  con- 
cerned with  maintaining  the  excellent  views  across  to  the  Pennines 
than  with  noise  nuisance  and  went  on  record  as  saying  that  the  motor- 
v/ay  noise  was  quite  acceptable. 


CIVIC  /dVEBITlES  ACT.  1967 

Notices  were  served  throughout  the  year  on  ovmers  of  abandoned 
cars  where  they  could  be  traced  either  by  Police  or  Hire  Purchase 
Agencies,  Vehicles  not  removed  by  ov/ners  after  service  of  notice 
were  taken  to  the  Council's  refuse  tip  at  Barlborough  for  ultimate 
breaking  and  disposal. 

The  facility  of  a free  tip  was  available  to  anyone  wanting  to 
dispose  of  imwanted  bulky  household  refuse  and  it  is  hoped  that 
eventually  we  shall  see  the  benefit  in  cleaner  hedgerows  and  wood- 
lands v/hich  are  so  often  foul  ed  by  the  dumping  of  these  materials. 


FOOD  HYGIENE  (ivLlPKET  STALLS  & DELIVERY  VEHICLES)  REGUHiTlONS . 1Q66 

The  inspection  of  deliveiy  vehicles  has  been  found  to  be 
necess^  at  frequent  intervals  and  our  system  of  inspection  was 
maintained  during  the  year.  Neighbouring  local  authorities  were 
notified  of  contraventions  in  vehicles  based  in  their  areas  but 
trading  in  this  rural  district. 


be  happier  if  this  type  of  trader  confined  himself 
to  the  s^e  of  pre-packed  goods  instead  of  open  foods  as  conditions 
^e  rarely  ideal  in  most  vehicles  for  the  sale  of  this  type  of  food. 
Particularly  does  this  apply  to  varieties  of  cooked  meats.
